The bureau of statistics at Ot- 
tawa reported this week that for 
all railways, the combined net 
operating revenue (operating rev- 
‘enue minus operating expenses) 
for February was $199,436, com- 
pared with more than one million 
dollars in February last year. 

Canadian National Railways had 


a net operating deficit of $2,177, 468 
while the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way had a revenue of $498,617.

North Defence 
Problem Studied 
At Ft. Churchill 


Since” 1946 “US, ‘British and 
Canadian military men have been 


taking part in and observing 


Arctic warfare conditions at windy 
Fort Churchill on the shores of 
Hudson Bay. 

Last week reports out of Chur- 
chill, indicated that military ex- 
perts were discounting the possi- 
bility of large-scale military opera- 
tions in Canada’s northland in the 
event of a orld War. ©, 

According the reports any 
military action in the north would 


have to be on a small scale to be: 


effective—small battle groups of 
men, armored vehicles, guns and 
aircraft, with airborne troops 
playing a vital role. 
FOOTHOLDS 

But, the experts said, an enemy 
could establish footholds in the 
sparsely populated regions of 
Canada’s northland’ as bases for 
rocket-launching sites and small- 
scale operations. Basis of the 
defensive scheme, then, would be 
to develop tactics that would en- 
able such enemy forces to be 
quickly snuffed..out, the experts 
said, 

As a result of these assumptions 
the research at Churchill has been 
designed to make possible quick 
movement of troops and armor 
across the north country either by 
air or on the ground. Thé army is 
using lessons from Eskimos, In- 
dians, lumberjacks, bush pilots, the 
Russo-Finnish tampaign in 1939, 
and Alpine operations, to study the 
situation. 

This summer, while reports are 
being studied in Ottawa, Washing- 

*ton and London, plans are under 
way for a heavier, more intensive 
program next winter. 

“But some skeptics were some- 
_what doubtful of the claim that 
large-scale operations could not be 
conducted in the north. Pointing 
to the rapid advance of Japanese 
forces through the “impassible” 
jungles of Malaya in 1942, the 


critics felt that such an invasion ~ 


would be possible in a summer 
campaign through Canada’s un- 
defended northland and down the 
Alaska Highway. 

Admitting that winter opera- 
tions would be on a small-scale, 
the critics pointed out that over- 
land and airborne movements dur- 
ing the summer could be on a large 
enough scale to make an effective 
invasion.
